After having matched all night, he arrived next morn- 
ing by break of day at Abbaye d: Camp, within a League 
of Rineberz , where he heard, That the Garriſon of that 
Town went out very often to cut Wood , jn the adjoyn- 
ing Forreſt which belongs to the EleRor of Cologne, for 
the making of their Paliſadoes , and deſiring to make his 
advantage of it tor the Kings ſervice, he reſolved to lay 
an Ambuſh for them about a Leagne and an half from the 
Abbey, To that end, he went to a place which was ſhewed 
him by his Guides , but not finding that convenient , he 
would chuſe one nearer to Rhizebers: ſo leaving his Troops 
there , heonely took with him three of the Guard, as 
many Musketieres and {ix Dragoons, with whom were 
the laid Sieur de MomIrun, the Count de Druy, the Che- 
valier de Bethune; theſe two ſerving as Adjutants, and the 
Sieur de Bois aid M1jor of Charle Roy, 

Being come into acloſe Road, he diſcovered 150 Muf- 
quettiers which came from Rhinebers ; whereupon ( For- 
rune ſeeming {o to favour his D-ſign) he ſent back the 
ſaid Sieur de Mombruz in all haſt to his Troops, to bring 
him a 100 Horſmen and the Dragoons , hiding himſelf 
in the mean while from being ſeen, But the Enemy con- 
tinuing their march on that fide where he was, he com- 
manded the three Musketciers and fix Dragoons that were 
with him to light of their Hotſes, and go into a Ditch, 
hard by the way, But the Vantguard of the enemy, which 
marched near 50 pacesdiftance from their Body, perceiving 
them,and crying out, 7ho are you for ? they fired at them. 

The Enemy immediateiy fled all theway , and dif- 
covered the Count of Montal, who was forced to charge 
them with thoſe few people he had with him, who bravye- 
ly broke through them , after having received great part

of their ſhot , and got between two Hedges very thick. 
ſet with Buſhes, that grew all along on the ſides of the 


Ditches, 
'F he noiſe haſtned forward the Sicur de Mombrun , with 


the Troop of Genſdarms, conſiſting of filty Men , who 


ſet upon the Hollanders ; but they ( without being any 
way diſordered) going into the Ditches, ſhot ſo thick, 


that he was forced to cauſe all his Dragoons , Genſdarms, 


and the Kings Muskettiers to light off their Horſes, 

"The Enemy ſeeing that , and that the other Troop of 
Light-Horſmen came on , began to think of taking the 
fateſt courſe, which was to retreat croſs a Corn Field , to 
other Hedges which were yet ſtronger; by the means of 
which , they might get into Rhzxeberg, not imagining 
that our people ſhould have been able to paſs a Ditch ren 
foot deep, 

But Fortune preſented a Paſſage to the Count of Mox- 
tal, which he leaped over with his Horſe, being followed 
but by a few, by reaſon of its difficulty , and thoſe that 
were on foot, getting over in other places, the Hollanders 
ſaw the way was intercepted , and ſo were force&to return 
ro their old poſt , whence they continued their ſhooting , 


but were immediatly ſer upon by thoſe that were on foor; 


and by the Fitty Light Horſmen, at the Head of which, 


was the Sieur St, Gelays, andat the ſame time the Count E 


de Montal fell upon them in the way , where every one 
behaved himſelt ſo gallantly , that they came up to one 
another, till at laſt the Ho/landers were forced to call for 
Quarter , after having had Fiſty of their number killed. 
So the re(t were made priſoners, the greateſt part of which 
were wounded, in which number werea Lieutenant, two 
Enfigns, a Lieutenant-Colonel , that commanded the

wounded in the Body with two Musket ſhots, The 
Count de Mortal , brought them that night to the Camp, 
where he found the V icount Je Twrenne, and the Marquels 
de Lowvoy, Who wete extreamly ſatisfied wich the ſucceſs 
they had againſt the Enemy , who were almoſt equal in 
number to the Aſſailants, and had beſides an unqueſtion- 
able advantage of the Ground, 

- Andone may juſtly ſay, That neyer did Soldiers fight 
with greater courage then theſe did on this occaſion, as if | i 
they had repreſented'to themſelves, that it was the firſt _ 
exploit of the Campagne, and were thence encouraged to CEE
